Kuropatkln's Army Said to 


Have Been Entrapped 


by] Japanese. 


50,000 TROOPS IN HIS REAR 


-S^ort Arthur Bombarded Again by Ad- 


miral Togo—Russians Say He Uoat 


Battleship and Cruiser—Were Blown 


up by Submarine Mines. 


London, May 19.—Dispatches from 


3Hsnnburlan points Intimate that th<* 
-wily Japanese have a deep-laid plan on, 
rfoot by which they •will attempt a mas- 
ter stroke, which, if successful, will 
Impose a crushing1 blow on the czar's 
laud forces. 


What this stroke is, the report men- 


tioned seems to make manifest. Sev- 
eral dispatches, notably one from Uw 
Central News 
Rome correspondent, 


Indicate that General Kuroki has, sent 
-a large force oE troops to the north 
of Mukden, and that tbe latter place 
Is now practically cuf oft. These re- 
ports, If true, mean but one thing, and ' 
that is, that the Japanese, for the time ; 
at least, are masters of the situation. 
H a larse force now lies between Muk- 
den and Russia General Kuropatk'm 
•will have to fight a double headed *mc- 
Toy with a large force in front and an* 
-otnor large force in his rear. 


To add to the Importance of tho 


movement, it is stated that tho Jai>- 
anese outnumber the Russians. 


Several experts express the belief 


-tfeat the force back of "Mukden num- 
"bers fully 50,000. They base their be 
lief on the fact that three divisions 
-of the Japanese army approximating 
tiat number are known to have left 
the main Japanese force, and nothing 
aa to tbeir whereabouts has been 
heard for some days. These divisions 
are said to be the ones back of th»; 
Msnchurian capital. 


Battle at Mukden Ukefy. 


Other reports at hand indicate that 


tbe feat "will occur at Mukden, and 
not at Llao-Yang. as has been expect- 
ed, 


General Kuropatkin, is reported to 


have discovered that his position nt 
Xiao-Yang was -untenable, and has as 
a result retreated toward the capital. 
Tfcls report Is not confirmed, but ow- 
ing to tho remarkable silence as to 
tbe exact whereabouts of the milu 
3lussiaii force is given some belief,

Tokio, May 19 —The official report 


of-the landing of The second Japanese 
army snj *>: 


Landing Operations at Pitsewo. 


"The army arrived at the prear- 


ranged place on May 5, and under cov- 
er of the navy, began landing at S 
o'clock In the morning. None of the 
enemy was observed. 
According to 


native reports there wore about 305 
of the enemy at Polandien, 100 on the 
Pitsewo road, 300 at Pitsewo, and 600 
in front of the landing place. Imme- 
diately detachments were sent to Plt- 
sowo to destroy the telegraph line and 
to Polandlen to destroy the railroad. 


"On May 6 detachments of our men 


dispersed small detachments 
of the 


enemy from the eminence south of 
Polandlen, and from the railroad sta- 
tion to the southwest. 
Simultaneous- 


ly, the engineers destroyed the bridge 
and the telegraph, line. The enemy 
who were dispersed had 300 infantry 
anfl 100 cavalry. 
Our loss was one 


kftled and four men wounded. Two 
bnn-dred of the enemy's cavlry p^^ted 
at Pitsewo retired and without resist-^ 
knee we cut tho wire aad captured the 
Instruments." 


"On May 7 we sont detachment to 


destroy the railroad, ami telegrapn 
•wire between Polandien and Sanchl- 
fap. This detachment dispersed the 
enemy's cavalry, 100 strong, and cut 
<the railroad and the wires to the 
northeast of Sanchllup in two places. 
One lieutenant and three men were 
killed and nine men wounded. 


Railway Destroyed May 13. 


"On May IS the railroad was de- 


stroyed to the norUiwest of Polandlen. 
On May 16 we took; possession of c 
Hne hills for four, miles from Chicirt- 
ton, driving tbe enemy to the south- 
ward. The enemy consisted of three 
or four battalions and eight guns. Our 
losses were 146 men killed and yound- 
ed. A red cross train was sent for- 
ward on May 13."

Japanese at the present stage of the 
war, the statement was made by tho 
general staff today that tho conmuui- 
der-m-chief is making preparations to 
1'all back on Mukden and then on Har- 
bin. 


Ono of the reasons for the des- 


perate effort of the Russians to get to 
Port Arthur what Is officially called 
an "ammunition train." has fceen re- 
vealeM. There way little need, it *p- 
pears, for more ammuniton. great 
quantities being .stored in the fortress, 
but General Stoespcl was t-jLceeding- 
ly anxious to be provided •'Kith bal- 
loon**. 
T3efnre tho war thr Russian 


authorities loaded on a ve-s^l n eom- 
pleto balloon equipment for Man- 
churia, but it was captured by the 
Japanese, who will use it, pnrhaps in 
their operations against Port Arthur. 
Recognizing the need of providing 
Gent-nil Stoossel with all the requis- 
ite instruments «.lth which to ronduct 
the defense of Port Arthur, General 
Kuropatkin is believed to have sent
